Elisabethtown is not only tbe larg- 
eat nrale aurlmtlnKeatueky,baitlie 
trade la Increasing and growing lilce a 

bouse a fire. Mule buyers and mule 
traders from all parts of the South are 
flocking to the town like miners to a 
field where a rich gold deposit has 
been discovered, and tlie excitement 
among buyers to purchase a carload of 
the long-eared animals is kept well 
keyed up. One of our loading stock- 
men who has kept tab on tbe business 
reports that up to Monday aixty five 
carloads of mules been shipped 
from Bllzabetbtown, and they repre- 
sent an average value of •3,000 a car. 
This would aggregate tl95,000. The 
trade is not over yet by any means,and 
it is likely that twenty or thirty more 
carloac's will be shipped. This will 
probably put the mule sales for the 
season to $300,000. The profits of deal- 
ers have been very handsome, and 
Hardin county is richer by many 
thousands of dollars on account of tbe 
mule business — Ellzabethtown News.

Mr. John W. Woods, of Marksbury, 
one of Garrards prominent agricultu- 
ral Captains of Industry, has just re- 
turned from business and pleasure trip 
to AshevWe, North Csrolina, where 
be spent a week or two witb relatives. 
He devoted one entire day to viewing 
the wonders of the Biltmore estate, 
which consists of 145,000 acres near 
that city, owned by Mr George W. 
Vanderb.lt, of Naw York City, and 
on which is the magnificent and far- 
famed chateau of Biltmore, the pri- 
vate residence of that gentleman, 
erected at a cost of nine million dol- 
lars. As Mr Woods is interested in 
livestock, he spent most of his time 
inspecting the herds of valuable tho- 
roughbred horses, cattle, hogs,poultry 
etc., and hi traveraiaffthesoenle road- 
ways leading In every direetioatliro* 
the vsst domain. It Is litaited that 
Mr Woods went down anth tiM deter^ 
minatlon to buy the place ootrigbji, 
but, finding more land in tbe bounda- 
ry than he thought there was, and 
seeing the house wouldn't suit because 
of its size and general construction, 
he at)andoned the idea. However, tbis 
did not interfere witb tbe pleasure of 
tbe trip^ which, he declares, was worth 
twice tlM time and expense involved. 
The climate of North CSsroliwi eooH 
pares favoraliiy 'with that of France 
and Italy, and one particular section 
of tbe state has tbe distinction of be- 
ing classed among tbe few spots in tbe 
world where tuberculosis is practical- 
ly unknown.

To Save Life. 
Under the supervision of the Inter- 
state Commission a bill is being pre- 
pared which if it becomes a law, will 
compel railroad companies to build 
stronger coaches and other passenger 
cars, with the exception of sleepers. 
Tbe bill will be introduced by Repre- 
sentative Bacb, of Wisconsin, and will 
provide that all coaches and cars for 
passenger service shall be constructed 
with steel sleepers and steel sills. The 
American Railway Association has 
been asked to submit details which 
would be practical from a railroad 
standpointi and every care is taken to 
nave the measure such aa will effect 
greater safety in eonstmction. Be- 
fore beginning the dnft of the bill 
Representative Saeb- made along in- 
vestigation, going tiiorongbly Into tbe 
history of car construction. He con 
ferred also with Government officials, 
who expressed the opiuion that some- 
thing should be done to prevent tlie 
futher construction of light railway 
coaches, which either telescope or 
break like egg shells in the event of a 
wreck, thereby cauainc a large death 
and casualty rate. It la amerted that 
the immunity from death and injury 
which passengffs In sleeirtng ears en- 
Joy Is dU3 largely to steel underf rame 
construction, and it is understood that 
the construction of the present-day 
sleeping car will be taken as a stand- 
ard. In this event all day coaches, 
smoking cars, buffet cars, chair and 
parlor cars will have to be built with 
extention steel beams and pos.sib1y be 
provided with steel platforms and non 
teleaoopahle device. In view of the nn 
usual number of lives sacrificed in 
railway wrecks tbe last year tbe ur 
gent need of some such legislation is 
appreeiate d.

Hook the long wires (C, C, C.) into 
the loops (B, B, B,) ao as to form 
hingea Shape three boards each fOor 
feet long, as Illnstrated in D. Place 
a wire ratchet on each of these boards 
about six inches trom the end (Fig. 
E, E, E.), attach the other ends of the 
long wires to ratchets. Nail an inch 
board (Fig. G) four inches wide, the 
hsicht at post to post (P). Nail an- 
other board (H) on top of this over-

There is little excuse for up to date 
farmers wading aroond }n the mud. 
when concrete walks may Iw had around 
house and barn with a very small outlay 
of money, provided the man le handy anfl 
can do the work himsflf after a little in- 
jrtxaetion. says Rural New Toiksr. Be- 
sides the making oi waika eoaerete is 
being used in many other ways advan- 
tageously and economically. During the 
past season we have seen fence poita 
made from stmie and concrrte that are 
much cheaper than the cut stone post, 
and Just as durable. The plan of making 
the posts was to dig down two feet into 
the ground, or perhaps deeper in soft 
ground, and then make a l>ox the size 
of post wanted which was filled with tbe 
concrete and topped ovt aeeoviing to 
fancy. When hinges or eyes were wanted 
for hanging gates holes were bored in 
the box and the eyes inserted before the 
filling was done, taking care to have 
same savored weUht the post Aeon- 
erete floor bi easily made in booses boUt 
of stone or brick, and renders a residence 
practically fireproof. We caw floors ol 
this kind made last season that seem to 
be perfeetiOB. A wooden floor ig first 
made of rough lumber and on this is 
teld a wire cloth, in which the concrete 
Is vreaA six inches thick. When it 
dries the wooden floor is removed and 
the concrete is self-sustaining. The 
convcrete is made by mixing together 
Fortlaad easMBt. sand and eqal dnders. 
It is said to cost bat little more than a 
first-clais floor made of wood, including 
the Joists. We have seen a number ot 
cisterns made out of concrete, no brick 
being used for walling ap. la making 
a etotem of this kind it is necessary to 
■have a rough wooden wall made about 
three inches all around from the dirt 
and fill in space with concrete. After 
the wood wall is removed one coat of 
cement completes the cistern, and it it 
there for all time to come. The greatest 
objection to iron fence posts Is that they 
are not solid In the ground being so 
small. By using a bed of concrete and 
the base of all iron posts set in it will 
be fonnd that they will stand as wall u 
any other post
